Richard Mason was horn in Bolton, Lancashire, England, 
December 25, 1804, He wafi the oldest of nine children. 




emigrated to America in March, 1829. He landed In New 
York and for some years worked as a machinist for Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt who at that time operated a line of steamers, 
lie went to Toronto, Canada in 1834 and established a foundry. 
He there married Eliza Bailey and his partner, Jabez Barber, 
married her sister Anne. He went with his partner to Grand 
River, Michigan, in 1837, being forced ont of Canada by the 
Rebellion of that year. He built a sawmill at Grand Haven 
and established a lumber yard in Chicago in 1838. By liis 
marriage with Eliza Bailey he had five children Agnes Anne, 
Eliza Jane, Francis, Richard and James. After the death of

his first wife in 1846, he married Amanda O.^Bjjys, and had 
one son Charles Edward Mason, born March 22, 1854 at Ma- 
sonville, Michigan, where he had purchased and rebuilt a mill 
in 1852, of which he took possession November 9 of that year. 
He continued in the lumber business until the time of his 
death, April 18, 1870, at Masonville at the age of 65 years, 
3 months and 23 days. He was a man of great energy and had 
built a considerable fortune which was mostly lost a short time 
before his death by unfortunate business ventures. The effect 
of this upon his mind and body was such as to greatly hasten 
his death. Of his children by his first wife only Richard, 
James and Eliza married or survived him.
